FCC IS PROPOSING TO CHARGE FEES FOR HAM LICENSES (Following is a reprint fron 
Hermonics wikitten byWA2FWI) 


WASHINGTON-The FCC Wed.(Feb, 21st) proposed to charge fees for licensing and 
some of its other regulatory functions, It asked comments on tle proposa}. by 
April 16 th. 


The revenve from this would amount to about $ 6.7 million a year, or about 
half of the FCCts current mdgct. 


Among the scales proposed are: Breadcast: $150 for new comercial stations, 
major changes, renewals, assignment of license and transfers of eaitrol in 
the AM and FM radio services, and /:250 for similar TV applications, 


For other broadcast avplications, such as TV translators, the fee would be 
$30, FEC invited comments in particular on what, if any, feés should be charged 
for non-commercial educational brerdeast FH and TV stations, 


Safety and special radio services: $10 for citizens radio: 4 5 for amatour, 
RACES and Disaster services, and for special amateur or breadcest station 
requests for cali signals, and $20 for ali other special radio services. 


Common carrier: Charges for applications for initial construction permits 
would range from 5 150 in the demestic public lend mbile service (including 
mobile units) and the internetional fixed public (additional transmitter) to 
$10 for rural ard domestic public land mobile (individual user units), Local 
TY transmission applicetions wovld cost $50 and those for point—to-point 
microwave $100. 


All fees would be popeble at the time of filing, and would be cherged regardless 
of whether the application was granted, set fa hearing, Or otherwise disposed of,

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GLOUCESTER COUNTY CD RACES UNIT AIDS EVACUATIGN OPERATIONS IN CAPE MAY CCUNTY 


On March 7th the Cape thy CD Rirector accepted aid of which our CD Director 

Ed, Baker offered in the form of mobile communications units and operators 
which were néeded for varicus CD operations as a result of the disaster caused 
by thé storm, Van W2KE started assembling volunteers at 6:30 Polio Those 
participating were Jack Sternur W2GQK, hal Hason W2kMD, Woody Frantz K2ACL, 

Roy Peterson K2GHZ and lob Mics K2ditU, Dob Finley and Job Moore of the Darnsboro 
Fire Co aago participated in a station wagon equipted for ambulance service, 

By 8:30 P.M, a group of four cars were ready to depart from W2KE's QTH with 
five 2 moter Gonsets and a FM unit in each car, We met W2MMD at his QTH on the 
way to Cape May. Mal had hitched to his car the 2500 watt CD gasoline generator. 
With the five car caraven we procecded to Cape May County airport, the ccunty 
CD control center, Upon arrival ct the control center the group was joined by 
Jack W2GQK who arrived there earlier, tie vere briefed on the operations planned 
for the next day (Mar, 8th) by the Cape May Nadio officer ond CD Director, 


Plane for our group were as follows: at 8:00 A.M, cperations were to begin, 
K2GHZ and K2AQL would be in K2GHZ%s service truck with a two meter Gonset on 
the Cape May CD frequency and a PM base station on 147.24 for our mobile units, 
The truck set-up would be a relay between county control and our mobile units, 
The truck was to be located in a fixed location at‘Crest Haven Home about 

half way between Octan View and the county airport, W2KE was to survey Cape 
May Point, Phe station wagon unit would survey the area of Villas and south. 
These two units were to report back their findings and aid those areas that 
needed communications facilities, W2MMD was scheduled for an attempt to get into 
Stone Harbor if Possible, W2GOK and K2JRU were assigned stations at Ocean View 
where the evacutees were to be Landed and transferred from helicoptors to buses 
or ambulances, K2UiU was to standby for a possible trip by helicoptob to Sea 
Isle City with o Gonset if needed. Tut first a naw. battery would be sent in 

on one of the first Kelicoptor trips to supply power power for a fonset which 
was operating the dey before but faded out necr evening 


At about 1:00 A.M, the briefing was concluded, W2iMMD cnd K2JRU releaved the 
Cape May operators at the contrc@ station for the remainder of the night. W2GQK 
went up to Ocean View before retiring to cttompt to cont-ct the Seq Isle City 
hams whose signal faded out earlier, Jack could not raise anyone on two meters 
or on Citizens Band out on the island, Most of the group retired for the 
night in the Cape Mey Court House High School at about 2:00 A.M. 


At 8:00 A.M. everycne was ot their assigned station for operations except W2MMD 
who could not get out to Stone Harbor beenuse the road wes still covered with 
water, W2MD assisted the police ct the raad block until the roed was clear 

for traveling intc Stene Harhor, In the meantime K2CHZ and K2A0L relacated their 
equipment from the truck to a ecnference rcom at the county ogricultural 
buileing and mounted the antenna on the roof of that building for the FM 

wase station, At chout 9:30 A.M, W2KE and the staticn wogen unit completed 
their survey from Cape May point north of the bay side to Villas, Damage in 
thet area was not severe and there was a growing need for more mobile units 

in the Ccean View area, Therefore, these units proceeded to Ocean View for the 
remainder. of th® doy. “ay this time evacuees from Strathmore. and Sea Isle 
were moving in fast by three helicoptors, Communications was now needed at the 
helicoptor landing site, the bus loading area across the ficld @d at the 

Oceon View fire house, For a time one mobile unit was located half way between 
Crest Haven and Ocean View.for relaying between our mobile units and the 
base station manned by K2GHZ, Communications into Ocean view was poor, possible 
due to its being in a low area, The above arrangement of mobiles did not change 
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for the remziner of the evacuation operations, 


K2JRU did not need to fly into Sea Isle because a battery was all they needed 

to get back on the air at the Sec Isle CD center, During the day we handled 

much traffic to and from the county centrol and other locations’ associated 

with the evacuetion operations such as Woodbine, Sea Isle City, Cape May 

Court House and the heliccptor lending area at Ceean View. Most of the Traffic 
wns Messages concernipg where the evacuated people were to be transpobted for 
shelter etce and sundry crders and requests necessary for this type of operations, 


Meanwhile W2MMD got through to Stone Harbor at about noon, The CD director 
there was in need cf electric power sc Mal loaned the Stone Harbor CD unit our 
goscline generatér. lal got their Gonset back cn the air with power provided 
by the generator, Mal than proceeded north to fvalon and contacted Police 
Commissionor Riggel to offer assistance, Niggel had been using police radio for 
commnicetions and needed very little more at thet time, However, a message 

was hendied which wos addressed to the ccinty control center, Mal learned that 
the road back to the main lend would be closed off agdin due to high tide so 

he promptly returned by mid afternocn to the mainland, 


The operations was completed by about 5:00 P.i, and we secured the mobile net 
at 5:30 P,M, Cape May has very nice control center which is set up mich Like 

our own at Woodbury. However, they de not have any mobile which of course is 

needed in an operstion such as was undertaken at Sea Isle City. We were glad 

that we could be of assistance tc them, As in the pass disasters we came away 
from this one with new ideas for improving our CD methcdes and equipment.
